Good question. I applied for age 
relaxation in school to the Lt. Gov. 
of Delhi, PK. Dubey. To sit for the 
Std. X Board Exam. we had to move 
the Delhi High Court and Supreme 
Court. For B.Sc., the Bihar Governor 
BM. Lal granted permission. Firstly, 
cone will have to satisfy an interview 
board that one is capable of 
appearing for the exams. 

‘When your case was being tried 
in court, were you preparing for 
the exams or appearing in court? 

Sometimes, I had to appear in 
court, some time was spent on media 
interviews and the rest for studies. 
‘The uncertainty about the 
court's decision was 
terrible. Anyway, it all 
ended well for me.

1 am a 
Senior Research Fellow of CSIR, 
{gelting a fellowship of 9000 INR. per 
month. I didn't have to fight for that, 

When you went to 
Germany, did you meet 
and discuss your thesis 
with Nobel Laureates? 
What is your thesis 
about? 

My thesis is about 
“Quantum Information 
Theory”. Last month, there 


‘was an international workshop 
onthis topic in ITT Kharagpur. 
I went there and discussed 
with some of the best scientists 
in the field. I have also got an 
invitation from the world 
famous Bell Laboratories, 
USA to do research, I am 
proud to be its youngest 
visitor. I discussed some 
research problems, unrelated 
to my thesis, with Nobel 
Laureates at Germany. 

‘When will you complete 
your PhD? Any future plans? 

It will take me a year to finish, 
after which I want to become the 
youngest professor in the world. This 
record is held by Colin Maclaurin, 
who became a professor at the age 
‘of 19 years, 6 months in 1717. My 
Jong-term plan is to work for society 
in w result-oriented way. I believe 
that scientific discoveries would lead 
to betterment of society. 

You might not have had a 
normal childhood- games, friends 
ete, Do you have any hobbies?
